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1. GA PLENARY - AMPHICTYONIC CONGRESS, DECOLONIZATION, 
COMMITTEE 5 ITEMS 

BY ADOPTING BY CONSENSUS A RESOLUTION (A/31/142) COMMEMORATING 
THE 150TH ANNIVERSAY OF THE AMPHICTYONIC CONGRESS, THE GA 
DEC. 17, AMONG OTHER THINGS, EXPRESSED THE WISH FOR A 
SUCCESSFUL OUTCOME OF THE PANAMA CANAL NEGOTIATIONS WHICH WILL 
ELIMIATE THE CAUSES OF CONFLICT BETWEEN PANAMA AND THE US AND 
RECOGNIZE THAT THE PANAMANIAN TERRITORY OF WHICH THE CANAL 
WAS A PART WOULD BE RETURNED PROMPTLY TO THE JURISDICTION OF 
PANAMA. OMNIBUS RESOLUTION ON THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 
DECOLONIZATION DECLARATION WHICH, INTER ALIA, AFFIRMS THE 
RECOGNITION OF THE LEGITIMACY OF PEOPLE STRUGGLING FOR 
SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE TO USE "ALL THE NECESSARY 
MEANS AT THEIR DISPOSAL" (A/31/L.29) WAS ADOPTED 121-2 
(ISRAEL, US) -8 (BELGIUM, FRANCE, FRG, GUATEMALA, ITALY, 

LUXEMBOURG, MALAWI, NETHERLANDS). BY ERROR, UK DID NOT 
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PRESS BUTTON, BUT CORRECTED RECORD TO SHOW ABSTENTION. 
RESOLUTION ON DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION ON DECOLONIZATION 
(A/31/L.30) WAS APPROVED 132-0-2(US, FRANCE), AND ONE DECIDING 
TO HOLD THE INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE IN SUPPORT OF THE 
PEOPLES OF ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA IN MAPUTO IN 1977 WAS ACCEPTED 
WITHOUT VOTE. 

THE GA ALSO APPROVED A REVISED SALARY SCHEVE (A/31/141) FOR THE 
18,000 PROFESSIONAL STAFF MEMBERS IN THE UN SYSTEM, 

ESTIMATED TO COST SOME $10 MILLION NEXT YEAR, ABOUT $1,460,000 
OF WHICH WILL COME FROM THE UN REGULAR BUDGET. VOTE WAS 
1 19-1 KSOVIET BLOC, CUBA)-2(BENIN, CHINA). BY CONSENSUS, THE 
GA ADOPTED A RESOLUTION ON PATTERN OF CONFERENCES APPROVING 
A CALENDAR WHICH LISTS SOME 200 UN BODIES OR SESSIONS SCHEDULED 
TO MEET IN 1977, AND LAYING DOWN CERTAIN GUIDELINES FOR THE 
SCHEDULING OF MEETINGS (A/31/140). AT REQUEST OF BAROODY 
(SAUDI ARABIA), BECAUSE OF THE LATE HOUR, VOTES ON THE 
RESOLUTONS ON NAMIBIA AND ON RHODESIA WERE DEFERRED UNTIL DEC. 20. 
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ACTION ON RESOLUTIONS ON GENERAL AND COMPLETE DISARMAMENT 
AND ON THE PROPOSED WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE WAS ALSO 
DEFERRED TO PERMIT CONSULTATIONS ON THE 

COMPOSITION OF THE PREPARATORY COMMITTEE FOR A SPECIAL GA ON 
DISARMAMENT. THE GA ALSO HEARD STATEMENTS ON DECOLONIZATION 
AND RIGHTS OF REPLY. 

- DECOLONIZATION - 

AS DEBATE CONTINUED ON THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECOLONIZATION 
DECLARATION. BOATEN (GHANA) SAID THE SO-CALLED TURNHALLE 
CONFERENCE CONSTITUTED NO LESS A DECEPTION OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY THAN THE "SCRAP PAPER PEACE " WITH WHICH HITLER 
LULLED A GREATER PART OF THE WORLD COMMUNITY INTO COMPLAISANCE. 
STATING THERE WAS A "CREDIBILITY GAP," HE ASKED HOW ELSE 
COULD ONE DESCRIBE A SITUATION WHERER THE SAME 
COUNTRIES CONDEMNING AND DENOUNCING SOUTH AFRICA CONTINUED TO 
SUPPLY IT WITH ARMS AND TO COOPERATE WITH IT IN THE DEVELOPMENT 
UNCLASSIFIED

OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS? ANY OPTIMISM CONCERNING THE OUTCOME OF THE 
NEGOTIATIONS ON RHODESIA COULD NOT BE JUSTIFIED, UNLESS IT WAS 
PREDICATED ON THE UNDERSTANDING THAT ALL ISSUES, INCLUDING THE 
NATURE OF THE INTERIM GOVERNMENT WERE SUBJECT TO NEGOTIATION. 

TWO CONDITIONS, HE EMPHASIZED, WERE ESSENTIAL: 1) RETURN TO THE 
LEGAL POLITICAL STATUS OF THE TERRITORY, AND 2) ESTABLISHMENT 
OF AN INTERIM GOVERNMENT WHICH REFLECTED DEMOCRATIC PRINCIPLES. 

TRAORE (MALI) SAID THE ANGLO-AMERICAN PLAN FOR RHODESIA COULD 
ONLY SUCCEED TO THE EXTENT THAT IT WAS BASED ON THE RIGHTS 
OF THE PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE, 
AND THE UNCONDITIONAL TRANSFER OF POWER FROM THE RACIST MINORITY 
TO THE BLACK MAJORITY, REPRESENTED BY THEIR LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS. THE USE OF THE VETO AGAINST ANY RESOLUTION WHICH 
WOULD ASSIST COLONIAL PEOPLES IN THEIR STRUGGLE WOULD ONLY 
PROLONG THAT PEOPLES' SUFFERING AND HAVE NO EFFECT ON 
THE RESOLUTION OF THE STRUGGLE, HE SAID, URGING THE COLONIAL 
POWERS AND THEIR ALLIES TO COOPERATE WITH THE UN. 

BULLUT (KENYA) COMPARED COLONIALISTS AND RACISTS TO WILD 
ANIMALS THAT ARE NOW EXTINCT, AND, AMONG OTHER THINGS, HE 
DENOUNCED THE "NOTORIOUS ODENDALL PLAN" AND CALLED ON ALL MEMBER 
STATES TO DENY THE "BOGUS WINDHOEK CONFERENCE" ANY FORM OF 
RECOGNITION. HE THOUGHT THE UK HAD THE RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
SEEING THAT THE GENEVA CONFERENCE DECIDED UPON AN IMMEDIATE 
AND DEFINITE PROGRAM AND DATE FOR TRANSFER OF POWER TO THE 
MAJORITY AFRICAN PEOPLE. TURNING TO OTHER ISSUES, HE SAID 
KENYA WAS COMPLETELY DISAPPOINTED WITH THE BEHAVIOR OF SOME 
UN MEMBERS ON MATTERS OF DECOLONIZATION. SOME 
DELIBERATELY IMPEDED DECOLONIZATION BY MILITARY OPERATIONS 
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AGAINST EMERGING NEW STATES TO INTEGRATE THEM INTO THEIR 
COUNTRIES FOR ECONOMIC OR TERRITORIAL REASONS, AS IN WESTERN 
SAHARA AND EAST TIMOR. KENYA WAS ALSO CONCERNED ABOUT 
DEVELOPMENTS IN BELIZE, FALKLAND ISLANDS AND DJIBOUTI. 

RABETAFIKA (MADAGASCAR) SAID THE GENEVA CONFERENCE REVEALED 
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SMITH'S INTERNTION TO LIMIT THE SOVEREIGNTY OF A FUTURE 
MAJORITY GOVERNMENT. VALID NEGOTIATIONS ON NAMIBIA WERE 
CONTINGENT ON SOUTH AFRICA'S ACCEPTANCE OF THE CONDITIONS LAID 
DOWN BY SWAPO, AND THE INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE ON ZIMBABWE 
AND NAMIBIA IN MAPUTO OUGHT TO SERVE AS A RALLYING POINT FOR 
MOBILIZING MORE ASSISTANCE FOR LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. CAMARA 
(GUINEA) MENTIONED THOSE POWERS WHICH REFUSED ANY CONCRETE 
SUPPORT TO THE FORCES FIGHTING APARTHEID, APPEALSD TO 
FRANCE TO RESTORE MAYOTTE TO THE COMOROS, AND PAID TRIBUTE TO 
CERTAIN HEROES OF THE LIBERATION MOVEMENT, MENTIONING IN 
PARTICULAR LUMUMBA, NKRUMAH AND GAMF.T, NASSER. 

EXPLAINING VOTE ON THE DECOLONIZATION RESOLUTIONS, GUATEMALA 
THOUGHT SEVERAL PARAGRAPHS OF L. 29 CONTAINED "DANGEROUS 
GENERALIZATIONS." AUSTRALIA WOULD SUPPORT L. 29 AND L. 30, BUT 
NOTED THE EXISTENCE OF MILITARY INSTALLATIONS OF AN 
ADMINISTERING POER IN ITS DEPENDENT TERRITORIES COULD WELL BE 
JUSTIFIED BY OBLIGATIONS RELATING TO THE MAINTENANCE OF 
INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY, AS WELL AS LOCAL 
DEFENSE. UK (MURRAY), WHICH COULD NOT SUPPORT THE ONMIBUS 
RESOLUTION, SAID THERE WAS NO SENSE IN ASKING, IN A DISCRIMIN- 
ATORY MANNER, THAT CERTAIN STATES WITHDRAW THEIR MILITARY 
INSTALLATIONS FROM CERTAIN TERRITORIES. UK WOULD JOIN THE 
CONSENSUS DECISION ON THE PROPOSED INTERNATIONAL CONFERECE, 
BUT RESENTED THE KIND OF "ILL-INFORMED AND ILL-INTENDED" 
STATEMENTS ADDRESSED TO UKDEL BY CZECHOSLOVAKIA AND OTHER 
WARSAW TREATY STATES. 
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UNDIGEST 

AMB SHERER EXPLAINED US OPPOSITION TO THE OMNIBUS RESOLUTION, 
POINTED OUT THE GUAM LEGISLATURE ADOPTED A RESOLUTION EXPRESSING 
INTEREST IN CONTINUING ITS RELATIONSHIP WITH THE US AND SUPPORT 
FOR US BASES THERE, THE TRUST TERRITORY OF THE PACIFIC 
ISLANDS CAME WITHIN THE IURISDICTION OF THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL (NOT COMITE OF 24), AND THE PEOPLE OF PUERTO RICO 
OPTED FOR COMMONWEALTH STATUS WITH THE US. THE US SUPPORTED 
THE DISSEMINATION OF "OBJECTIVE INFORMATION" BUT HAD 
RESERVATIONS ABOUT THE LANGUAGE IN THE COMITE'S REPORT 
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CONCERNING THE ROLE OF ECONOMIC INTERESTS IN NON-SELF- 
GOVERNING TERRITORIES. THE US WOULD PARTICIPATE IN THE CONSENSUS 
FOR AN INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE ON SOUTHERN AFRICA, BUT 
RESERVED COMMENT ON ITS POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE. 

OTHERS HAVING RESERVATIONS ON LEGITIMACH OF STRUGGLE "BY 
ALL NECESSARY MEANS AT THEIR DISPOSAL" INCLUDED IRELAND, 

BOLIVIA, AUSTRIA, FRANCE, ITALY, FRG AND THE NORDIC 
COUNTRIES. SEVERAL INTERPRETED IT TO MEAN "ALL PEACEFUL MEANS." 
IRELAND, PORTUGAL, TURKEY AND FRG HAD RESERVATIONS ON 
WITHDRAWAL OF MILITARY BASES FROM COLONIAL TERRITORIES, 

AND JAPAN, FRANCE AND ITALY ON CONDEMNATION OF ALL FOREIGN 
ECONOMIC ACTIVITIES. 

RIGHTS OF REPLY-- 

IBRAHIM (ETHIOPIA) AND HUSSEN (SOMALIA) AGAIN EXCHANGED REPLIES, 
WITH THE FORMER REITERATING CHARGES HE HAD MADE PREVIOUSLY 
AND DECLARING HE HAD SHOWN THAT THE ONLY IMPEDIMENT IN THE 
WAY OF DJIBOUTI'S INDEPENDENCE WA SOMALIA'S CONTINUING CLAIM 
ON THE TERRITORY, AND THE LATTER STATING THAT THE PRINCIPLE 
OF NON-INTERFERENCE IN THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS 
UNCLASSIFIED

"TIRED OF HEARING LECTURES ON DEMOCRACY" FROM COUNTRIES THAT 
WERE NOT DEMCRACIES, BUT HE WAS DELIGHTED TO HEAR THAT 
THE SOVIET UNION BELIEVED IN THE PRINCIPLE OF NON INTERVENTION.

AS A TRIBUTE TO SIMON BOLIVAR, AND STATED THAT THE GA

STATES; FIJI, ON BEHALF ASIAN GROUP; BULGARIA, ON BEHALF

OTHER STATES; DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, ON BEHALF ARAB GROUP;

AMB BENNETT POINTED OUT THAT THE AMPHICTYONIC CONGRESS WAS 
THE FORERUNNER OF THE PAN AMERICAN UNION AND THE PRESENT-DAY 
OAS-THE WORLD S OLDEST REGIONAL ORGANIZATION. YANKOV (BULGARIA) 
EXPRESSED EE SOLIDARITY WITH THE SUPPORT FOR PANAMA IN ITS 
EFFORTS TO RECOVER FULL AND EFFECTIVE SOVEREIGNTY OVER THE 
ENTIRE NATIONAL TERRITORY OF PANAMA. GAUCI (MALTA) SAID 
BOLIVAR VISUALIZED THE AREA OF THE ISTHMUS OF PANAMA AS THE 
COMMERCIAL CENTER OF THE WORLD. WHICH, BY VIRTUE OF CANALS 
THAT WOULD SHORTEN DISTANCES, WOULD DRAW TO ITSELF LIKE 
A MAGNET THE PRAISE AND TRIBUTE OF COUNTRIES IN 
DIFFERENT CONTINENTS. IN THIS REGARD, HE EXPRESSED THE HOPE

REACH UNDERSTANDING. 
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ILLUECA (PANAMA), AFTER SPEAKING OF THE VISIONS AND IDEALS 

OF BOLIVAR, SAID BOLIVAR HAD ADVOCATED THE OPENING OF THE 

CANAL ACROSS THE ISTHMUS OF PANAMA, AND PANAMA WAS 

TODAY A CENTER OF ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT IN LATIN AMERICA, WITH A KEY 

ROLE IN THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 

ORDER. PANAMA WAS ALSO ASSERTING THE LEGITIMACY OF ITS 

TERRITORIAL RIGHT OVER THE CANAL ZONE. IT WAS VERY IMPORTANT 

FOR PANAMA THAT THE GA, UNDER THE RESOLUTION JUST ADOPTED,

BORDER BY SOUTH AFRICA BETWEEN THE SOUTHEASTERN PART OF 
LESOTHO AND THAT PART OF SOUTH AFRICA REFERRED TO AS 
TRANSKEI". THEREAFTER, THE SC PRESIDENT SCHEDULED INFORMAL 
CONSULTATIONS FOR DEC. 20. (USUN 6248, 6260) 

3. APARTHEID COMMITTEE- AID TO LESOTHO 

SPECIAL COMITE AGAINST APARTHEID DEC. 17 CALLED FOR 
AID TO LESOTHO SHOULDERING ECONOMIC BURDEN "CAUSED" BY 
ITS REFUSAL TO RECOGNIZE TRANSKEI. SAG CLOSED BORDERS 
ASKING LESOTHO TO NEGOTIATE WITH TRANSKEI FOR TRANSIT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FACILITIES FOR GOODS ENTERING TRANSKEI. CHAIRMAN HARRIMAN 
(NIGERIA) CITED NY TIMES REPORT ON DETAINEES MYSTERIOUSLY 
DYING AND ILLUSTRATED OTHER EXAMPLES OF WHAT HE DESCRIBED 
AS SAG EFFORT TO GAIN TIME TO MAINTAIN RACIST POLICIES. 

HISTORY HAS TAUGHT THAT REPRESSIVE POLICIES DO NOT INSURE 
SECURITY, HE CONCLUDED, AND INTERNATIONAL ACTION TO ISOLATE 
REGIME SHOULD BE INTENSIFIED TO END TRAGIC SITUATION. BIDI 
(PAC) DWELLED SPECIFICALLY ON CHARGES OF ABUSE AGAINST 
YOUNG AND ASKED IF WORLD WOULD SILENTLY WATCH SAG 
BEHAVIOR. MAKATINI (ANC) CHARGED SAG WITH GENOCIDE AND 
TERROR CAMPAIGN DESIGNED TO CRUSH RESISTANCE, PARTICULARLY 
OF THE YOUNG. HE REFUTED SUICIDES BY HANGINGS, STATING THAT 
PRISONERS COULD NOT OBTAIN NECESSARY ITEMS TO COMMIT ACT. 

HE URGED CAMPAIGN TO LIBERATE POLITICAL PRISONERS. 

COMITE ALSO GREETED FORMATION OF LA AND CARIBBEAN COMITE 
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AGAINST APARTHEID AND AUTHORIZED CHAIRMAN TO SEND LETTERS OF 
APPRECIATION TO IRISH AND SWEDISH ANTI-APARTHEID MOVEMENTS. 
VALDERRAMA (PHILIPPINES) SPOKE OF SUPPORT AT UNIVERSITY 
OF OREGON AND BRANDEIS UNIVERSITY AGAINST APARTHEID. COMITE 
DECIDED TO CIRCULATE AS WIDELY AS POSSIBLE THE DECISION OF 
THE CITY COUNCIL OF MADISON, WISCONSIN, NOT TO AWARD C 
CONTRACTS TO COMPANIES WHICH HAD ECONOMIC INTERESTS IN 
SOUTH AFRICA. THE CHAIRMAN INFORMED THE COMITE THAT THE 
INTERNATIONAL CONFEDERATION OF FREE TRADE UNIONS SET
